MR. BALFR'S CARE. 
Colonel DUNNE moved for a copy of the commission 
of inquiry into the conduct of Mr. Balfe, a magistrate of 
the county of Roscommon, accused of having committed 
a criminal offence, together with the report of the com- 
missioners appointed to make the inquiry, and corres- 
pondence connected therewith. He condemned the 
policy and injustice of issuing such inquiries. 
Mr. CARDWELL adduced several instances where 
similar commissions had been issued. Ile stated the 
facts of the case, vindicating theconduct of commissions. 
He had no objection to the production of the papers. 
Mr. WHITESIDE declared the commission to be 
illegal in conception and conduct. The accusation 
against Mr. Balfe was that Mr. Balte had stood by while 
the man who had no vote had voted.

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CORONER'S INQUEST. 

Dr. Kirwan, the city coroner, held au inquest on 
Tues lay, at Steeven's Hospital, on the body of William 
M'Clenahen, a sub-constable in the constabulary.

NEWRY, WARRENPOILNT, AND ROSTREVOR 
RAILWAY. 

The report of the directors states tliat the receipts 
had increased in consequence of arrangements with the 
Steampacket Company to convey all their goods by 
rail; but there had in the first instance been a considera- 
ble extra expenditure in repairing of engines and re- 
uewal of permanent way for the more effective perfor- 
mance of that duty. To enable the directors to carry 
out the agreement with the Newry and Armagh 
Company for connecting the two lines, it was ne- 
cessary to go to Parlament for powers to regulate 
the company’s capital, and it was thought expedient 
to seek also for powers to enable them ta poly 
both companies with water independent of t me 
Water Company. Timely provision for the cost of the 
junction works had bcev made by the directors ón favone- 
able terms. The capital account showed that £129,467 
had been received, and £125,746! expended, leaving a 
balance of £5,706. The revenue account forthe half- 
year ending the Jist of December last showed that 
£2,608 had been reecived, and £1,759 ex ded, leaving 
a balance of £819, oute which was deducted £987 for 
interest on preference shares, leaving £452. To this 
was added £556 from the preceding account, making 
£988.

Cuaxcany Reroams.—This day (Wednesday) the
